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‘SAW HERSELF IN A NOVEL. 


Manchester Moneylender Geta Dam- 
ages—Writer Never Heard of Her. 
Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMps. 
LONDON, July 19.—Another example 

of the dangers incurred by writers of 

fiction and publishers under the Dng- 
lish ‘libel laws was provided to-day, 
when a Manchester jury awarded £75 

($375) damages in an action brought 

by Irene Chester, a tobacconist and 

money lender, against the Amalgamat- 
ed Press. : 

The libel was contained in a. para- 
graph in one of the Amalgamated 
Press publications, a novel. The para- 
graph referred to a Miss Chester, a 
money lender, who urged one of her 
victims to pick up scandalous -tithits 
about families and to act as a secret 
correspondent. 

, The plaintiff asserted that her busi- 

ness had been ruined because people 

associated her with the character in 
the novel. 

Mr. Hemmerde, K. C., for the de- 
fense, argued that it was impossible 
for any Yeasonable person to take the 
paragraph as referring to the plaintiff. 
“If,” he said, “‘a person is entitled to 
take a fictitioug character from a novel 
and bring’ two or three sentimental 
persons to say that they think the 
character is that of their friend, with 
the result that damages are awarded, 
heaven help any writer! ‘No novelist, 
no playwright or writer of fiction, and 
few writers of fact.could be safe unless 
they used names 80 ridiculous that 
probably nobody ever bore them.” 

The issue in which the story was 
published, added Mr. Hemmerde, con- 
tained a notice that the characters 
were entirely fictitious. 

Douglas Webster, who wrote the 
story, said he had never heard of the 
plaintiff. The Judge told the pury that 
they had to consider whether any rea- 
sonable person would conclude that the 
plaintiff was referred ‘to in the novel. 
It had been shown that some persons 
as they passed her door called out, 
“That's Marriette,” (one of the names 
of the character in the novel.) 

The jury found for plaintiff and 
awarded the damages mentioried.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—It is not at all 
impossible that the result of the inquiry 
into the charges against Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley by the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of Agri- 
culture will be a reorganization of the 
personnel of the Department of Agricult- 
ure. Close friends of the President have 
been intim&ting their belief that jt would 
be a fortunate circumstance if Secretary 
Wilson should now conclude that, having 
exceeded all previous records for contin- 
uous Cabinet service, he had reached the 
time when he ought to retire. No intima- 
tion has ver been given by the venerable 
Secretary that any such idea had entered 
his head, and there seems to be not the 
least probability now tnat Presidenf Taft 
would suggest such a thing to him. Ad- 
ministration friends of tie President, how- 
ever, are not hesitating to make the sug- 
gestion. 

Mr, Moss, Chairman of the Howse Com-

SENATE CLEARS WAY 
FOR RACING RRVIVAL 


Passes Bill Freeing Track Own- 
ers of Liability for Gambling, 
Reversing Former Vote. 

















SIX REPUBLICANS AID 


Legal Bars Down, Say Lawyers—Bill 
to Assembly To-day—Its Support- 
ers Say Dix Is Friendly.

ALBANY, July 19.—A notable triumph 
for the racing interests of the State 
was achieved to-day, when the Senate 
reversed its action of last week and 
passed the Gittins bill, which is designed 
to relieve the directors of a race track 
of personal Hability for gambling on the, 
track. 

Six Republican Senators, Allen of 
Rensselaer, Argetsinger, and Ormrod of 
Monroe, Brackett of Saratoga, Emerson 
of Essex, and Sage of Albany aided tlie 
Tammany delegation in accomplishing 
this result. 

When the bill was moved for passage 
last week, it was beaten, with only twen- 
ty votes in its favor. On a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the Dill 
Was lost, and on another attempt to pass 
the measure, the necessgry twenty-six 
votes to pass it ‘were obtained. The 
friends of the bill held the twenty votes 
they received last week and to these were 
added the votes of Senator Anthony J. 
Griffin of The: Bronx, who reversed his 
vote, and of Senators Victor M. Alen of 
Rensselaer, George F. Argetsinger of 
Monroe, James A. Hmerson of ‘Warren, 
Thomas C. Harden of Kings, and Loren 
B. White of Schenectady, who were ab- 
sent when the yote of last week was 
taken.

Its hotel 
owners and hundreds of cottage owners 
ihvested hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to cater to the racing element.

WOMAN SHOT DEAD 


H. C. Beattie of Richmond, Vz, 
Declares Man Almost Run Over 
by Auto Killed His Wife. 


NO CLUE TO THE MURDERER 


Bloodhounds Could Pick Up No Scent 
—Couple Wedded Less Than a Year 
Well Known In Virginia City. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RICHMOND, Va., July 19.—Sensational 
developments are expected from the mur- 
der last night of Mrs. Loulse Owen Beat- 
‘tle, the young wife of Henry Clay Beat- 
tie, Jr., a prominent merchant and banker 
of Manchester. Mrs. Beattie was shot 
and killed while riding with her husband 
along a lonely road in an automobile. 
No confirmation of the husband's story 
that an unknown man who was néarly 
run down by the automobile killed Mrs. 
Beattie with a shotgun has yet been ob- 
tained, 

Bloodhounds taken. to the scene of 
the shooting to-day refused to pick up'a 
scent and, though city policemen, de- 
tectives, courffy and State officials, and 
innumerable citizens scoured the. coun- 
try for miles around, none was able to 
find any trace of an unknown man an- 
swering the description given by young 
Beattie. To-night the Coroner took 
charge of the blood-soaked automobile, 
the shotgun, which was found near the 
scene of the crime, and the clothes Beat- 
tie wore, and announced that he would 
hold an inquest on Friday. It is rumored 
that a decidedly new turn will be given 
to the mystery when the Coroner shall 
order an arrest immediately after the in- 
quest. ; 

The whole countryside has been wrought 
up over the crime, owing as much to the 
prominence of the persons concerned as 
to its remarkable features. Mrs, Beattie 
was a daughter of R. V. Owen of Dover, 
Del., and her aged father is now on his 
way here from that town. Mr. Owen 
is connected with the Dover Lumber and 
Milling Company, and his brother, Benja- 
min Owen, is Secretary to Gov. Mann 
of Virginia. 

The marriage of the then Miss Owen 
to Beattie took place in August of last 
year, and the affair was a brilliant soci- 
ety event in Manchester, which is the 
section of Richmond lying south of James 
River. 

Mr. Beattie gave a thrilling account of 
the murder when questioned to-day. 
After the murder Beattie said he droye 
his automobile fifteen miles through the 
night with one hand, carrying his. dead 
wife.on his free arm, A baby, scarce two: 
b weeks o}4; was asleep when the Beatties 
Startell ‘on ‘their automobile ride, which 
was taken, he said, to give his wife some 
fresh air. If the baby had not been 
asleep, he sald, it would have been taken 
along. This is Beattie’s own story of 
the shooting: 

j The Husband's Story. 


** We had been out in the country as far 
as Warwick Road and were on our way 
back and, while going at about fifteen 
miles an hour, I ‘discerned in the dark- 
ness a man ahead of us. He entered the 
road from the left and stopped about the 
middle of the road. I jammed the brakes 
down hard, which stopped the automobile. 

‘** What are you trying to do—run over 
me?’ the man asked, and I replied that 
there was room enough for of us. 
The man appeared to be drunk, and his 
attitude was y and defiant. I noticed 
a shotgun in his hand. 

“Without a moment’s -warning h 
raised the gun and fired. He was stand- 
ing not over six feet from the car at the 
time, and the muzzle of the gun was not 
over a yore from my wife. ollowing the 

seapes from the car and — 
with him. he man was * bit of six 
feet and towered above me. seized the 
gun with the intention of wresting it from 
him, but he broke my ip and brought 
the gun down with terrible force, the butt 
striking me a stinging blow on the nose 
and rendering me momentarily uncon- 
scious. When I recovered the man had 
disappeared.”’ 

Beattie showed an abrasion on his nose 
to bear out the story that his ass&ilant 
had struck him. The wound is slight, 
and it looks as if it might have been 
caused by his havi walked into an un- 
seen obstruction in the darkness. A pe-| 
culiar feature of the crime which Beattie 
could not lain is that two pools of 
blood some distance apart were found 
where the assault took place. Beattie ad- 
mitted that whatever blood soaked 
through the bottom of the car A ps have 
been caught in‘a drip pan.

CITY GETS BUT SMALL SHARE 


Hotel Keepers Guarantee to Taxicab 
Concerng Protection of. Their 


Curbstorie Leases. 
‘ 

Ten owners and managers of taxicab 
companies were before Commissioner of 
Accounts Fosdick yesterday as witnesses 
in an examination into the practices by 
which certain “hotels make large profits 
from the sale of standing privileges in 
the city’s streets to various cab and taxi- 
cab concerns. — Mie. darks 

The'profit made last year by the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel proprietors, {t was as- 
certained from the man who paid it, 
amounted to $30,000: The profit taken in 
at the ‘Plaza from a similar sale of the 
street abutting was  $20,000.' At the 
Knickerbocker the toll was a little more 
than $20,000, while from all the ieading 
hotels of the city the average was well 
above $10,000. 

Taking in the clubs and the lesser 
hotels, all. of .which sell: the. streets in 
front of their premises. to an- cxclusive 
exploiter of fares, the average was 
dropped somewhat, but it wag still well 
above $5,000 for each club and hotel In a 
list embracing nearly forty places, 

The investigation of the Comrissioner 
of Accounts, which will be in. progress 
for several days to come, was under- 
taken in consequence of a ride of Bor- 
ough President McAneny. along Thirty- 
fourth: Street several months ago. Mr. 
McAneny had just succeeded in haying 
the street widened and was inspecting the 
result of his labor. He had expected to 
find two extra lines of traffic moving 
abreast with the older single lines along 
the street, which had often become 
clogged because of overcrowding. What 
he actually saw instead was the single 
lines of moving vehicles just as they 
had been of old, and along the curbs a 
line of cabs and taxicabs, the drivers ot 
which were busily engaged in soliciting 
fares. He had made, he found, just one 
more taxicab stand, such as’ crowd the 
larger city squares, and it had the advan. 
tage of being several blocks in length. Mr. 
McAneny, in trying to find a space where 
he could bring his automobile to a stop 
at the curb, proceded all the way from 
Fifth Avenue to Broadway without find- 
ing curb room among the cabbies. 

He reported the matter to the Commus- 
sioner of Accounts, and the investiga-~- 
tion into the cab and. taxicab situation 
followed. 


At first it was confined to the use and 
abuse of the public stands, but the mat- 
ter soon led to the private stands, where 
privileges were sold with the distinct 
understanding that the hotel offering 
space on the streets for sale would pro- 
tect the buyer from encroachments 
of any other .companies.

Leighton Calking of U. SC. G. A. Sug- 
gests Plan for Amateur Championship. 


The many. suggestions which are being 
put forth for new. conditions to govern 


the next amateur golf. championship at 
Apawamis in“September has brought a 
statement from Leighton Calkins, a mem- 
ber of the executive. committee of the 
United States “Golf “Association. Mr. 
Calkins finds many objections in the new 
plan suggested by the committee, which 
is as follows: . 

Only players with club handicaps of 6 or 
less shall: be eligible. The.purpose of this is 
to mit the field. There were over 200 start- 
ers last year at Brookline. making it jmpos- 
sible to finish the preliminaty eighteen-hole 
round in “one day. It is proposed that the 
championship sha]! begih o esday, eiehteen 
holes medal. play. sixty-four to qualify. A 
thirty-six-hole medal play round is ‘to be 
played on Wednesday. The sixteen players 
j with the best: scores for the fifty-four holes 
shall qualify for the ‘match-play rounds. The 
| first and second rounds are to be played on 
| Thursday, each at eighteen holes. having four 
| survivors for the, semi-finals on Friday, which 
would be at thirty-six holes, as well as the 
finals on Saturday. ake 

Mr. Calkins believes that the rule limit- 
ing the entry to players with club handi- 
“vaps of six or less would open the door 
to the grossest unfairness under the 
handicavpers ef the various home clubs. 
Mr. Calkins says: 

If it were practicable to introduce a uniform 
system of handicapping for the entire country, 
it might be possible to consider some such 
plan, but not otherwise. Secnodly, qualifying 
rounds are necessary, but medal play is not 

We tried a fifty-four-hole qualifying

Thirdly, I can imagine fothing more unpopuler 
than to permit only sixteen to qualify for the 
championship matches.

THAT “WAR CLOUD AGAIN. 

The dispute between France and 
ars, Spain ‘undo btedly tinges with a darker 
Street| hue the géneral European war cloud. 
We firmly ‘believe that there is nothing

must explain ‘its error. We must bear 
in mind’ that Spain has not joined in 
the protést against the German move- 
ment at Agadir. The protest came 
from France, with the approval, of 
course, of Great Britain and an ex-+ 
pression of keen interest from Russia. 
Yet the treaty or act of Algeciras, 
which will be operative until the last 
day of the present year, recognizes the 
equality of the interests of Spain and 
France in Morocco. Naturally Spain 
would -be expected to protest against 
the presence of a German warship at 


1.00; 48adir, in the circumstances, as quickly 


and as earnestly as France, especially 
as Agadir is dangerously close to the 


Canaries. The inference is that Spain} 


is not worrying about German designs 
in Morocco, and is very jealous of 
French activity there. Any deeper or 
may | Stronger inference would be rash. 

The Summer has bee hot at Alcazar, 
where the Franco-Spanish trouble be- 
gan about a week ago. A number of 
armed French civilians were arrested 
by the Spanish police and disarmed. 
France had already asked Spain, 
through_its diplomatic representative 
at Madrid, to provide troops to protect 
French merchants, Spanish newspa- 
pers’ treated of. the incident in an im- 
polite way. The arrest of M. BorssrT, 
the French Consular Agent at Alcazar, 
while carrying a carbine for self-pro- 
tection, has intensified the feeling in 
France. The incidente seems to be a 
violation of the spirit if not of the let- 
ter of the act of Algeciras. 

But there is no ground for believing 
that Spain has an understanding with 
Germany, or that there is any greater 
likelihood of a war in Europe than there 
was*six months or six years ago. In- 
evitably, however, there will be war 
talk. The Sultgn of Morocco, through 
his Foreign Minister, 
criticised the actions of both Germany 
and Spain, and expressed his gratitude 
for French intervention in times of 
trouble. Russia has interrogated Ger- 
many and received assurances of the 
Kaiser’s peaceful intentions.  Unoffi- 
cially Russia fas promised to stand 
by her ally, France. Nobody knows 
exactly what the terms of the Francu- 
Russian treaty are. They might’ not 
prove to be more binding than the 
terms of the Franco-Austrian treaty 
at the outbreak of the Prussian war 
in 1870. A fairly safe prophecy, how- 
ever, is that Spain will soon. see the 
error of her. ways, and get back into 
the “Concert of the. Powers.” \'The 
‘“war cloud.” is: worth noticing, ‘but it 
probably does not presage a storm. 


REMARES IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE. 

In the memorandum made public by 
the Mayor when he signed the McClel- 
land-Walker bill providing for the re- 
moval of the New York Central Rail- 
road tracks from Eleventh and Twelfth 
Avenues, he) expresses the opinion that 
there has been a great deal of agitation 
concerning this matter “‘ wholly for po- 
litical humbug,” and he adds: “It 
shows, also, I regret to say, how easy 
it is to gull honest people by deliber- 
ate lying.” 

Has the Mayor reflected that these 
remarks will not only give pain, but 
that they have a tendency to deprive a 
good’ many persons. of their property 
without due process of law? The gull- 
ing of the honest people of this country 
has become a trade, a business. It is a 
business ‘in which large numbers of 

politicians, writers, and publishérs 

€, we cannot say an-honest living; 
we*will not say a good living, but a 
living. If they have a right to carry 
on this trade, and the law has not for- 
bidden them te. carry it on, then their 
right is.a property right. The Mayor's 
remarks tend to take away that prop- 
erty right by depriving it of value, that 
is, by diminishing, or destroying, the 
income which it yields. 

There are.a great many persons en- 
gaged in the business of gulling the 
honest people. of. this country: They 
constitute rather a large class of the 
population. It is a class which includes 
certain newspapers, a great many writ- 
ers of the muckraking sort, and a good 
many magazines. , It includes, also; in’ 
numerable politicians, great and small, 
many pf them in office, particularly in 
legislative office, These persons thrive 
chiefly by contihually assailing~ cor- 
porations and capitalists. The business 
has flourished for the better part of ten 
years. When aspiring, politicians and 
men in very high public | office began to 
assall the corporations they had a host 
of imitators. It was discovered all at 
once that the people were eager to read 
or hear about the crimes and extortions 
of the corporations, and the misdeeds 
of greedy capitalists. In this field there 
has been free competition. Every 
Ynuckraker ‘vied" with his rival, each 
seeking to surpass the other in the 
pitch and: volume of his vociferations. 
In newspapers given to this sort of 
thing the exposure of the, unlawful 
doings of some corporation or the wages 
dalous misdeeds of some malefactor of 
great wealth has been a daily “ ‘ feat- 
ure” Uke the weather report or p- 
ping news. The: trusts must be ssed 


up, and Mr. “ROCKEFELLER,” Mr. Mor- 
GAN, or Mf. ALpRIcH must every day.

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There‘are many indications, and they 
are every day increasing in number, 
that the Honest péople of the country 
have grown tired of being gulled. They 
know that some of ‘the trusts and cor- 
porations have been’ wicked, and that 
they deserve much if not most of the 
mauling’ they have received. They 
know that some rich men are not’ over- 
scrupulous about the means by which 
they acquire riches, But they are be- 
ginning to find out that they have been 
most outrageously lied to, that much of 
the stuff printed about the money trust 
and all the other trusts is pure inven- 
tion and calumny, and they are now 
more and more incliged to turn a deaf 
ear to the false teachers who have 
made a business of fooling them. The

Mayor Gafwor' 8 plain speaking about 
the muckrakers and their trade awill 
manifestly have no tendency to restore 
their waning prosperity. Probably -he 
did not intend it to have that effect. 
We have not the slightest desire to 
censure his utterance—quite the -con- 
trary. We wish merely to call his at- 
tention to the fact that the natural ef- 
fect of his words. will be to take bread 
out of the mouths of those who have 
made money by gulling the honest peo- 
ple of the land.

SAVE. THE TRAFFIC. SQUAD. 

The New York Legislature of 1911 
has achieved a reputation above that 
of any other Legislature, Republican 
or Democratic, for attempting to force 
upon this city impudent rules for its 
governance. Phe Democratic .majority 
seems to have no conception of the 
Democratic principle of home rule, as 
embodied in the State Constitution. Its 
three-platoon measure, which, inci- 
dentally, -abolishes: the traffic squad 
of policemen, is an instance in point. 

This bill did not come before Mayor 
Gaynor. He denounced it, however, 
as vielative of the principle of home 
rule, besides. being unconstitutional, 
because it “Jays down one system for 
some cities and another system for 
others” of the same.class. It commands 
this city to’ change the personnel and 
hours of duty of its patrolmen and to 
shift the tours every thirty days, thus 
breaking up the policing of traffic. A 
bad measure, it should be repealed. The 
next best thing is to introduce a good 
amendment. That has been done, ex- 
empting the traffic, bridge, and har- 
bor squads from its operation. The 
amendment is “held up” in the Sen- 
ate Committee on Cities, composed as 
follows:

Without 
their aid the great delivery systems of 
this city would be hampered and block- 
aded. The Merchants’ Association has 
joined with other civic bodies in asking 
for the report and passage of the Wag- 
ner amendment. The Legislature can 
hardly afford to ignore the protests not 
only of representatives of this city’s 
government, but! of all its businesscs 
and, occupations; and of the people 
themselves, wha would be at risk of life 
and limb at unguarded street crédss- 
ings. -

NEW JERSEY’S COMMISSION CITY. 

Bayonne, Hoboken, New Brunswick, 
and Jersey City have successively re- 
jected the commission form of goverh- 
ment, whose chief advocate in this 
country is Gov. Wooprow WILson of 
New Jersey. Trenton, the State capi- 
tal, has adopted. it, following the exam- 
ple of Western and Southern cities, to- 
gether with a provision for the initia- 
tive, referendum, and recall. 

One city is enough for a trial of 
commission government in the East. 
Unquestionably, a shorter ballot for all 
cities in the United States would serve 
the purposes of wholesome reform. The 
bosses are entrenched behind the ig- 
norance of city electorates concerning 
the many offices and candidates, by 
‘means of which political patronage is 
distributed. Were there fewer elective 
offices, the voters might take better ac- 
count of them and their incumbents, 
who would be men commanding their 
respect and Charged directly with the 
responsibilities of giving then a good 
government.

EVERY MAN HIS OWN QUARANTINE. 

Dr. Dory doés not seek to conccal 
the @anger that exists in the-spread 
of cholera by means of “carriers,” 
that -is, infected persons~who display 
no symptoms of the disease, Recent 
inquiry, he says, has: shown that: the 
number of such carriers is “ amazingly 
large,” and that, because of their un+ 
trammeled movements, sporadic. cases 
of eholera have occurred in all parts of 
the ‘world, including the United States, 
to which the great shiploads of immi- 
grants from the infected Mediterranean 
countries are coming. 

But three agencies are working to 
make a recurrence of the epidemic any- 
where in the United States impossible. 
In the first place; our quarantine regu- 
lations of passengers on incoming ships 
were: never so rigorous and stringently 
enforced as now. Secondly, each consid- 
erable city has its, vigilant Health De- 
partment, which is itself a quarantine 
station against all manner of commu- 
nicable diseases, co-operating with the 
health boards of other cities. Thirdly, 
overꝰ intelligent person is informed 
through the public prints’ that cholera 
is a filth disease, which gan be con- 
tracted only, by the ingestion of con- 
taminated or drink. Our Consul 
at Maskat in Arabia, where the Asiatic 
cholera is prevalent the year round and 
most virulent, goes unconcerned about 
his duties because. he knows that, so 
long as the water he drinks has been 
boiled and the fgod he eats is freshly 
cooked, he cannét feel the-blow of the/ 
plague. 

Every man, equipped with this knowl- 
edge, is his own quarantine station 
against all manner of infectious dis- 
eases. It is the consciousness among 
great bodies of well-informed individ- 
uals that they can render themselves 
immune to many infections by careful 
living which makes impossible a panic 
like the panics a score of years ago, be- 
fore examination and isolation of vic- 
tims, public sanitary precautions, and 
private prophylaxis became the rule.

VIEWS ON ENGLISH GOTHIC. - 


New Cathedral Architect of St..John 
the Divine Denles Roman Originals. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with keenest interest the 
letter of your correspondent “W. E. P.,’’ 
printed in THe Timps of July 8, under 
the caption “Transplanted Cathedrals.”’ 
I hardly know whether it is more remark- 
able for its misstatements of ‘historical 
fact or for its misjudgment of architec- 
tural processes. It is, of course, quite 
true that “architecture is a product of 
its own time,’’ but equally is it the prod- 
uct of the past; without the two ele- 
ments working together, there never has 
been any art in history and we have no 
reason to suppose there ever will be. It 
takes two parents. to produce anything 
living—wherein life differs from a ma⸗ 
chine. All art is marked by a: process 
of. adapting an ancient mode, through 
the energy- of an eternal impulse,’ to 
contemporary. and ever-changing. condi- 
tions. Spontaneous generation in archi- 
tectural style is as impossible of achieve- 
ment as it is in biology. An enduring 
style is founded on the rock of prece- 
dent, of antiquity; an-ephemeral fashion 
rears itself on the shifting sands of a 
social vanity that, denying the past, 
makes impossible a future. 

Your correspondent’s ‘historical accur- 
acy y be tested by his statement that 
the old “Roman Catholic” cathedrals 
were adapted to the liturgical services of 
Edward the Sixth,” “by. screening off 
the choir from the. nave and using the 
former alone for the service.” Nothing 
of the kind. ever took place. Several: of 
the churches: of suppressed monasteries 
were made into, cathedrals, and a few of 
the. latter had always been monastic; 
in these case’ choir and ‘have had from 
the first been separated by solid 
screens, and, the process of reformation 
having lessened the popularity Gf. re- 
ligion, the old monastic choirs had for a+ 
time proved large enough both for clergy 
and worshippers. With the recovery. of 
religion in recent years more space be- 
came necessary; sometimes the great 
screens. were removed, sometimes the 
services’ themselves were transferred to 
the nave, but in no single instance, ‘I be- 
lieve, was a screen erected in post- 
Henrician times as W. E. P. states, and 
for the purpose he has indicated. 

For the historian, the artist, or the phil- 
csopher, W. E. P.’s theory of style needs 
not. even so much of denial, but what 
shall we say of the next following para- 
graph, wherein is brought forward a the- 
ory of. the Anglican and the Episcopal 
Church which two generations ago was 
abandoned by its last defender, except in 
the Vatican and among some of tBe 
Evangelical dendminations? W. BE. P. 
says, “‘ Now as a matter of history, what 
is called English Gothic * * *_Hved, 
flourished, and ended its days long before 
the Church of England was ever thought 
of * *°* The Church of England was 
not established until the time of Henry 
VIIL The English Gothic cathedrals 
were built by and for the Roman Church.” 

“ Asa matter of history,’’ nothing of the 
kind, in any way, shape, or manner. The 
so-called ‘‘ Protestant Episcopai’’ Church 
is an extension in the United States of the 
Angli¢an Church, which. is dogmatically, 
administratively, and legally, precisely the 
same Church in England which gréw out 
of the amalgamation of. the Keltic mis- 
sions in the North and the Latin mis- 
sions in the South and continued its hero- 
ic and beneficent course from those old 
seventh century days—through ‘fortune 
and misfortune, triumphs and failure, 
righteousn that rose to sublimity, and 
faithlessness that approached, though it 
nevér achieved, apostacy—down to the 
present year of grace 1911: The Church 
of. Bishop’ Wynnington-Ingraham and 
Bishop Gréer is the Chureh,of St. Cuth- 
bert and St. Augustine of Canterbury, of 
St. Anselm and St. Thomas A Becket; of 
Bishop. Fisher and Archbishop Laud. |’ 
Henry. VIII. neither ended an old Church 
nor. began.a new-one;.the Regents of Ed-|' 
ward VI. tried-to do both and signally 
failed; so also did the Cromwellian. Parlia- 
‘ments, and with. similar. results. 

So the Church in America and the 
Church in England stand-now as the lat- 
ter has stood for twelve’ centuries and 
more, the Catholic Church of the Eng-

How Consols Are Held. 


Just now particular interest is being 
taken in the London market in anything) 
bearing on the position of consols, which 
last week sold at the lowest price quoted 
in eighty years. in looking about for 
explanations for the decline ina period 
when other Government securities have 
shown much greater relative stability, 
some English commentators are laying 
emphasis on the fact that the average 
holdings of British .consols are much 
larger than the average holdings, say of 
French rentes. In round numbers ‘there 
are’ about $5,000,000,000 of rentes out- 
standing, but théy are distributed, ac- 
cording to a recent estimate, among 
4,000,000 holders, so that the average 
amount of French'réntes held by individ- 
ual investors is only about*$i,250. The 
debt of Great Britain’ represented by 
consols amounts to about $3,000,000,000, 
and the number of those who ‘hold it is 
estimated at 200,000, or about one-twen- 
tieth of the number of those who own 
rentes. This indicates average holdings 
of consols of about $15,000, and suggests 
a narrower market for the premier Brit- 
ish security ‘than exists for the obliga- 
tions of the French Government. It is 
said, moreover, that the number of hold- 
ers of consols instead of increasing has 
been decreasing. This narrowing of the 
market is regarded as one of the factors 
contributing to the decline in this. se- 


curity. eit 
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Bank Figures Confase London. 

Some of the London papers have ap- 
parently been considerably confused by 
the variety of detail. presented in the 
New York bank statement. Says one of 
these papers: 


The change incorporated in the return of 
the New . York Clearirg banks makes the 
figures difficult to unde . For ex- 
ample, ‘the holding of specie and icgal 
. tenders is given as $473,540,000, while in 
another place ‘‘ cash in vaults’’ is stated 
to be $548,850,000.
